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1. SUMMARY: PURTHER REPORTS INDICATE RIOTING SAT, JAN 14 IN 
SYMPATHY WITH THOSE KILLED AT QOM JAN 9 WAS WIDESPREAD IN TEHRAN, 
TABRIZ, ISFAHAN AND ELSEWHERE. LARGE PRO-GOVERNMENT DEMONSTRATION 
OCCURRED IN TABRIZ. THUS FAR, THERE HAS BEEN NO EXPLICIT ANTI- 
AMERICANISM. END SUMMARY. 

2. IN ADDITION TO INCIDENTS MENTIONED REPTEL, SAT, JAN 14 
SAW WIDESPREAD VIOLENT RIOTS AT THE UNIV OF AZERBADIGN 
(TABRIZ) AND MARMAK COLLEGE, ARYAMEHR TECHNICAL COLLEGE, AND 
TEHRAN UNIV (ALL IN TEHRAN). PATTERN WAS SAME IN ALL 
CASES-STUDENTS BROKE INTO UNIV BUILDINGS WITH INTENT TO DO 
SEVERE DAMAGE AND WERE REPULSED BY POLICE, WITH SOME ARRESTS 
MADE IN EACH CASE. 

3. AT TEHRAN, POLICE WERE PRESENT FROM BEGINNING, AND 
PACULTY SOURCE WHO OBSERVED RIOT SAID IT WAS CLASSIC 
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CONPRONTATION-STUDENTS CLEARLY BENTON VIOLENCE, POLICE 
RESISTING AND BREAKING UP DEMONSTRATION. ANOTHER 
ACADEMIC SOURCE INDICATED DEMONSTRATIONS AT TEHRAN WERE 
WIDESPREAD AND INCLUDED VIRTUALLY ALL FACULTIES, INCLUDING ARTS 
AND LETTERS WHICH IS NOT USUALLY SUBJECT TO RIOTING. THIS SOURCE 
THOUGHT POLICE BEHAVIOR WAS PROPESSIONAL, AND STUDENTS WERE BENT ON 
DESTRUCTION PROM START. 
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4. POLICE WERE ALSO READY AT ARYAMEHR WHERE TEHRAN UNIV SCENARIO 
REPEATED ITSELF. STUDENTS INELICTED EXTENSIVE DAMAGE AND WERE 
DISPERSED BY POLICE WITH SOME ARRESTS. 

5. AT NARMAK, ABOUT 600 STUDENTS BEGAN DEMONSTRATIONS WITH NO 
OUTSIDE POLICE INITIALLY PRESENT. LOCAL CAMPUS GUARDS WERE 
UNABLE TO CONTROL MOB, WHICH BROKE INTO CHANCELLOR'S OFEICE 
(HE WAS OUT OF COUNTRY) AND VIRTUALLY DESTROYED ADMINISTRATION 
BUILDING. SENIOR UNIV OFEICIAL INDICATED OVER 70 PERCENT F 
WINDOWS ON CAMPUS WERE BROKEN, AND THERE WERE SEVERAL STUDENTS 
INJURED IN SCUEFLING BEFORE POLICE ARRIVED AND BROKE UP FESTIVITIES. 
ACCORDING TO THIS SOURCE, GOI WILL BE TRYING ALL ARRESTED 
STUDENTS IN CIVIL COURTS AND DESTRUCTION OE PROPERTY AND 

OTHER CHARGES SUCH AS COMMITTING BODILY INJURY, IF APPLICABLE. 

6. CONSULATE ISFAHAN NOTES BAZAAR REMAINED CLOSED THROUGH JAN 17, 
BUT OTHER SHOPS BEGAN REOPENING DURING JAN 17. 

7. ONLY COUNTER-DEMONSTRATION WE AWAREOE RELATED TO 

THESE EVENTS WAS "SPONTANEOUS" OUTPOURING OF SEVERAL THOUSAND 
PEOPLE IN TABRIZ TO PROTEST RIOTS AGAINST GOVT. MEETING FOLLOWED 
RIIOT AT AZARBADIGAN UNIV ON JAN 14 WHICH DID SIGNIEICANT DAMAGE 
TO UNIV BUILDINGS. PRESS JAN 18 SAID 50,000 PEOPLE ATTENDED PRO- 
GOVT DEMONSTRATION, WHICH FEATURED SPEAKERS ATTACKING EFFORTS 
TO PREY ON ENEMIES OE IRAN. MESSGE DELIVERED TO MEETING BY 
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TABRIZ RELIGIOUS LEADER'S REP BLASTED "INTERNATIONAL CHAIN OF 
AGITATORS WHO ARE IN THE SERVICE OF COLONIAL INTERESTS", WHO 
WILL "DO ANYTHING, ESPECIALLY BY DONNING THE CLOAK OF RELIGION, 

TO ACHIEVE THEIR UNHOLY ENDS". CONSULATE TABRIZ SAYS GOI CLEARLY 
ORGANIZED EVENT, TO POINT OF PROVIDING UNIFORM PLACARDS AND 
PICTURES OF SHAH. 

8. THUS FAR, WE UNAWARE OF ANYSPECIFICALLY ANTI-AMERICAN 
INCIDENTS RELATED TO QOM EVENTS AND RELATED MANIFESTATIONS.
